The  Historical  Records  Survey  program  is  one  of  the  many  valuable  an  1 
permanent  undertakings  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.    One  division 
of  this  work  is  the  Church  Records  Survey.    The  Federal  Government  has 
recognized  that  in  the  field  of  history  churches  and  their  organizations 
occupy  an  important  place.    Under  the  program  as  planned  the  work  will 
e::tend  to  every  religious  body  of  every  creed  in  all  the  states  in  the 
Union. 

Of  particular  interest  to  Baptists  is  that  part  of  the  program  which 
concerns  the  Baptist  associations  and  churches  of  Forth  Carolina.  This 
work  is  already  in  progress  and  will  be  pressed  toward  completion.  Under 
the  direction  of  an  able  supervisory  staff,  located  in  Raleigh,  one  or 
more  workers  is  assigned  to  each  association.    These-  workers  make  a  care- 
ful and  industrious  search  for  all  church  records,  printed  or  in  manu- 
script, minutes  of  associations,  and  any  other  materials  that  may  serve 
the  purpose  of  the  Survey.    With  this  material  in  hand  the  editorial 
staff  prepares  a  short  sketch  of  the  association  and  its  constituent 
churches,  which  is  published  in  a  separate  volume. 

Those  who  are  interested  in  church  history  will  find  these  volumes 
most  valuable.  For  both  the  association  and  each  local  church  is  given 
a  complete  list  of  all  records  that  have  been  discovered  and  from  which 
the  sketches  have  been  construe  bed,  with  a  statement  of  where  thev  mav 
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be  found.    For  the  association,  the  time  and  place  of  its  organization 
are  given  with  a  list  of  its  charter  churches.    Some  account  is  also 
given  of  the  officers,  especially  the  first    and  those  of  the  present 
time.    For  each  church  a  like  care  is  exercised  in  giving  essential 
historical  data,  such  as  the  time  and  place  of  constitution,  the  consti- 
tuting officers,  the  location  and  character  of  the  houses  of  worship, 
and  the  growth  or  decrease  in  number  of  members. 

This  work  is  comprehensive  and  will  be  invaluable •     It  preserves 
from  loss  essential  facts  about  our  churches.    Every  one  who  is  interest- 
ed in  our  religious  history  will  greatly  appreciate  it.    It  will  be  most 
helpful  also  in  creating  an  interest  in  preserving  church  records,  as 
emphasis  is  placed  on  locating  and  inventorying  the  old  and  rapidly  dis- 
appearing records  of  the  churches,    Uo  reader  of  these  sketches  can  fail 
to  recognize  the  great  significance  of  organized  religious  bodies  in  the 
life  of  the  nation.

PREFACE 


The  Historical  'Records  Survey  was  created  in  the  winter  of  1935-36 
as  a  nation-wide  'Tories  Progress  Ad-ministration  project  for  the  "discovery, 
preservation  and  listing  of  basic  materials  for-  research  in  the  history 
of  the  United  States."!    Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Luther  E.  Evans ,  the 
Survey  undertook  an  extensive  program  for  the  inventory  of  state  and 
local  archives,  early  American  imprints,  church  archives,  and  collections 
of  manuscripts*    Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Emergency  Relief  Act 
passed  June  50,  $939,  the  existence  of  the  Survey  as  a  single  nation-wide 
project  sponsored  by  WPA  itself  was  terminated  August  31,  1939;  and  the 
work  of  the  Survey  was  continued  within  the  individual  States  by  locally 
sponsored  projects  operating  within  the  national  WPA  Historical  Records 
Survey  Program  which  continued  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Evans  until  his 
resignation  and  the  subsequent  appointment  of  Sargent  Bo  Child  on  March  1, 
1940. 

The  North.  Carolina  Project  of  the  national  Historical  Records  Survey 
was  established  February  1,  1936,  with  Dr.  C.  C«  Crittenden,  Secretary  of 
the  North  Carolina  Historical  Commission,  as  Director.    Until  November 
1936  the  Survey  operated  as  an  autonomous  unit  of  the  Federal  Writers' 
Project  directed  in  North  Carolina  by  Edwin  Bjorkman.    Dr.  Crittenden 
resigned  as  State  Director  June  30,  193V,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dan  Lacy, 
who  had  previously  served  as  Assistant  State  Director.    Mr.  Lacy  resigned 
April  2,  194-0,  to  accept  the  position  of  Assistant  to  the  Director  of 
Historical  Records  Survey  Projects  in  Washington,  and  was  succeeded  by 
Colbert  F.  Ci-utch.fi eld  as  State  Supervisor.    The  work  of  the  North 
Carolina  unit  of  the  Historical  Records  Survey  has  been  continued  by  the 
North  Carolina  Historical  Records  Survey  Project  established  September  1, 
1959,  and  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Commission. 

The  Inventory  of  the  Church  Archives  of  North  Carolina  is  one  of  a 
number  of  bibliographies  of  historical  materials  being  prepared  through- 
out the  United  States  by  workers  on  the  Historical  Records  Survey  Program. 
A  separate  section  of  the  inventory  will  be  devoted  to  each  denomination, 
or  to  each  subdivision,  of  a  denomination  which  affords  a  putlishable  unit 
within  itself.    The  publication  herewith  presented,  an  inventory  of  the 
records  of  the  Brunswick  Association,  is  such  a  unit  of  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention,  with  which  denominational  body  the  Brunswick  Association 
is  affiliated.    Field  work  for  the  inventory  was  done  by  Mrs.  Eleanor  S. 
Niernsee.    Entries  were  written  by  Mrs.  Lucy  F.  Harts fie Id.    The  inventory 
was  prepared  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Joseph  T.  Chesnutt  and  was  read 
for  the  sponsor  by  Dr.  C.  C.  Crittenden,  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina 
Historical  Commission?    Editorial  comments  and  criticism  have  been  fur- 
nished by  Donald  A.  Thompson,  Assistant  Archivist  in  charge  of  Church  Ar- 
chives Inventories.    The  Survey  is  indebted  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
State  Convention  for  supplies  used  in  this  publication;  to  Mr.  M.  A.  Rug- 
gins,  Secretary-Treasurer  of  that  body,  for  interest  in  and  support  of  the

In  such  cases  an  entry  for  the  church 
mentioned  normally  will  be  found  in  the  forthcoming  volume  for  the 
denomination  or  denominational  unit  to  which  that  church  at  present 
belongs . 

5.  Haps  in  the  records  listed  for  some  churches  arc  due  either  to  the 
fact  that  they  were  not  kept,  were  destroyed,  or  were  simply  not 
fount1    after  a  careful  search  by  workers.

BRUNSWICK  ASSOCIATION 


Many  of  the  churches  in  the  extreme  southeast  coastal  resion  of 
North  Carolina  which  are  affiliated  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
belonged  prior  to  1695  to  an  earlier  Brunswick  Association,  which  was  in 
existence  from  1886-94.1    In  1894-  this  association,  after  considerable 
debate,  accepted  a  proposal  from  the  Cape  Fear  Association  to  unite  the 
two  associations ,2  and  the  following  Churches  joined  Cape  Fear  Associa- 
tion: Beulah,  Chapel  Kill,  Friendship,  Long  Branch,  I'ugnolia,  Kill  Creek. 
Few  Brittiah,  Few  Life,  Polly's  Bridge,  Prospect,  Shall otte,  Shi 1 oh,  end 
Soldier  Bay. 3    In  the  early  months  of  1899  the  Cape  Fear  Association  and 
the  Columbus  Association  united  to  form  the  Cape  Fear-Columbus  Associa- 
tion.4    At  the  first  annual  joint  session  of  this  newly  created  associa- 
tion, Beulah,  Soldier  Bay, Jennie's  Branch.,  Polly's  Bridge,  Fill  Creek, 
Shallotte,  Prospect,  Shi  1  oh,  Oak  Grove,  and  Ft,  Pisgah  were,  at  their 
request,  granted  letters  of  dismissal  to  form  a  separate  association. ^ 
These  churches,  with  the  exception  of  Shi 1  oh,  met  at  Shallotte  Church  a 
few  months  after  their  dismissal  and  organized  the  present  Brunswick 
Association," 

Since  the  organization  of  the  new  association  the  changes  in  its 
membership  have  been  numerous.    Newly  constituted  churches  accepted  into 
the  association  have  included:     Cool  Run  in  1905*7  Regan  and  Farmers 
Chapel  in  190G;8  Fount  Olive  and  Bolivia  in  1913; 9  Sal' hath  Home  in 
1933; 10  and  Longwcoa  in  1939, 11    Nappy  Nome,  admitted  in  1910;12  Bruns- 
wick, admitted  in  1911; 13  and  Zion,  listed  for  the  first  time  in  1920;14 
were  also  probably  newly  constituted.    Friendship,  admitted  in  1913,13

was  created  by  the  uniting  of  Long  Crane1!  and  Regan  churches.    All  other 
churches  admitted  to  the  association  came  from  the  Cape  E'ear-Coluinbus 
Association.     These  churches,  with  the  dates  of  their  admission,  were 
Antioch,  Camp  Branch,  Chapel  Kill,  Lebanon,  Little  Zoar,  Myrtle  Branch, 
New  Life,  New  Brittian,  Southport,  Bethel,  Shiloh,16  Long  Branch,  and 
Town  Creek  in  1900; 17    Seven  Creoks in  1903; 18  and  Goshen  in  1932. 19 

Since  its  organization  the  association  has  lost  twelve  churches, 
eight  of  which  united  with  Dock  Association,  namely,  Hew  Life,  around 
1916;20    Folly's  Bridge  and  Seven  Creeks  in  1916; 2*  *iew  Brittian  in 
1321; 22    Happy  Home  and  Soldier  Bay,  1922; 23  r_nd  Camp  Branch  and  Zion 
in  1923.24    Shallotte,  dismissed  from  the  Brunswick  Association  in  1922 
to  unite  with  Doc!:  Association, 2^  cannot  bo  considered  as  a  loss  since 
it  was  received  back  into  Brunswick  Association  in  1938.26    The  remain- 
ing four  churches  have  simply  ceased  to  be  reported  as  members  of  the 
association  and  probably  became  defunct  near  the  date  they  were  last 
reported.    These  churches,  with  the  dates  of  the  minutes  in  which  they 
were  last  reported,  are  Shi  1 oh,  1901;  Little  Zoar,  1908;  Brunswick,  1916; 
and  Silent  Grove,  1931. 

The  membership  of  the  association  has  shown  a  steady  increase.  In 
1899,  at  the  first  annual  meeting,  the  constituent  churches  reported  a 
total  membership  of  57  G;  in  1909,  1,317;  in  191.8,  1,609;  in  1928,  1,680; 
and  in  1933,  2,195,  with  one  church,  Oak  Grove,  not  reporting. ^ 

The  organization  of  the  Brunswick  Association  is  si  male.     Its  work- 
in?  body  is  composed  of  all  ordained  ministers  serving  its  churches  and 
three  messengers  elected  annually  from  each,  church, 28    The  ministers  and 
messengers  meet  in  annual  sessions   'or  worship  and  the  transaction  of 
business.    Article  three  of  the  original  constitution  denied  ministers 
the  right  to  vote,  but  article  three  of  the  constitution  in  the  1926 
minutes  carries  no  such  prohibition.    Messengers  from  neighboring  assoc-

delegates  except  the  right  to  vote.    The  elected  officers  of  the  associa- 
tion are  a  Moderator,  a  clerk,  and  a  treasurer.    The  original  constitution 
provided  only  for  the  annual  election  of  the  moderator.    The  treasurer 
and  the  clerk  of    the  association  were  to  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  association;  however,  the  constitution  of  1926  provides  for  the  throe 
officers  to  be  elected  annually  by  ballot  and  to  continue  in  office  until 
their  successors  are  elected. 29    It  is  the  duty  of  the  moderator  to  pre- 
side at  meetings,  appoint  committees,  and  perform  such  other  dutioe  as 
are  usually  required  of  presiding  officers.    The  clerk' has  been  paid  for 
his  services  since  the  organization  of  the  association,  but  all  ether  of- 
ficers serve  without  remuneration.    The  duty  of  the  clerk  is  to  keep  a 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  association  and  to  see  that  the  minutes 
are  printed  and  distributed  among  the  churches.     The  treasurer  has  charge 
of  0.11  funds  of  the  association  and  may  pay  them  out  only  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  association.    Ke  must  submit  annual  reports  of  all  disburse- 
ments.   Committees  are  usually  appointed  to  encourage  subscriptions  to 
religious  periodicals;  to  solicit  support  for  missions  and  various  denom- 
inational institutions;  to  encourage  attendance  to  denominational  schools; 
to  stimulate  Sunday  Schools}  and  to  select  the  date,  place,  and  preacher 
for  the  annual  meeting.    An  executive  committee  supervises  the  general 
affairs  of  the  association  and  devotes  itself  especially  to  the  provision 
of  adequate  ministerial  and  missionary  work  in  the  area  of  the  association. 
A  promotion  committee  works  in  connection  with  the  State  Mission  Board  in 
matters  pertaining  to  general  denominational  interests  within  the  associa- 
tion.30 

The  records  of  the  association  are  preserved  only  in  the  form  of 
printed  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  which  include  lists  of  delegates, 
committees  and  ministers;  a  record  of  proceedings;  reports  of  committees ; 
financial  reports;  and  statistical  reports  covering  membership,  property, 
Sunday  Schools,  Baptist  Young  Peoples  Unions,  and  "Toman's  missionary 
Societies  of  the  constituent  churches.    I\o  official  set  of  these  minutes 
exists,  other  than  the  set  at  the  Wake  Forest  College  Library,  Wake  forest, 
h.  C,  which  is  not  entirely  complete.
